President’s Letter 
Ham radio can be hard. 


¢ Itcan be hard to the newcomers, hesitant to take that 
daunting test. 


¢ Itcan be hard to the newly licensed, awed and shaken by 
the myriad of options. 


¢ Itcan be hard to the ham just getting back in, trying to 
understand the new technologies. 


¢ Itcan be hard to the experienced ham, trying to make a 
QRP QSO in an against-all-odds pileup. 


The challenge we must put to ourselves, and to those around us, is to try anyway. Certainly 
succeed when you can, though | contend far more learning occurs when you fail. 


Theodore Roosevelt once said: “It is not the critic who counts; not the man who points out how 
the strong man stumbles, or where the doer of deeds could have done them better. The credit 
belongs to the man who is actually in the arena, whose face is marred by dust and sweat and 
blood; who strives valiantly; who errs, who comes short again and again, because there is no 


effort without error and shortcoming; but who does actually strive to do the deeds; who knows
